20:19).  Let  us,  as  the  Apostle  Peter 
urges,  "be  clothed  with  humility,  for 
God  resisteth  the  proud  and  giveth 
grace  to  the  humble."  "Let  us  humble 
ourselves  under  the  mighty  hand  of  God, 
that  he  may  exalt  us  in  due  time.”  (1 
Peter  5:6). 

Let  us  heed  the  words  of  these  who 
wrote  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  "For  thus  saith 
the  high  and  lofty  One  that  inhabiteth 
eternity,  whose  name  is  Holy:  I  dwell  in

Those  favoring 
the  idea  say  that  other  small  state 
groups,  such  as  Kansas,  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted.  They  also  point  out  the  fact 
that  Alaska  offers  great  missionary  op¬ 
portunities.

According  to  the  petition  presented  at 
the  I960  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in 
Chicago,  there  are  "five  churches  and 
three  missions  with  a  membership  of 
826.” 

They  also  say  that  expenses  of  board 
members  would  be  more  than  their  mis¬ 
sion  contributions  and  that  such  a  small 
number  should  not  have  voting  power 
on  boards  equal  to  larger  and  older 
groups.  In  fact,  they  claim  that  the 
Baptists  of  Alaska  can  do  all  that  they 
are  now  doing  without  recognition  as  a 
state  convention. 

Huw  Finance  New  Work 

Another  ticklish  problem  will  be  bow 
to  finance  the  new  institutions  voted 
in  Chicago.  Any  percentages  voted  these 
new  institutions  means  less  percentages 
for  older  agencies. 

Perhaps  the  most  popular  as  well  as 
important  subject  to  come  before  the 
Convention  will  be  the  subject  of  evan¬ 
gelism.  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Evangelism,  will  have  a  won¬ 
derful  report.  As  he  brings  the  remark¬ 
able  report  of  the  Crusade  results  m 
the  18.000  churches  east  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi,  there  are  certain  to  be  some  aid 
time  hallelujahs  from  hearts  and  Ups.

People  at  the  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tions  and  Conventions  liave  no 
power  to  act  for  the  church  from 
which  they  come.  No  convention 
or  association  has  any  power  over 
a  local  Baptist  church.  Baptist 
churches  cooperate  on  a  voluntary 
basis  and  not  because  of  any 
power  possessed  by  outside  per¬ 
sons  or  organizations. 

So,  when  representatives  are 
elected,  they  are  messengers  and 
not  delegates.
